Colorectal cancer is the 2" most diagnosed cancer
that affects both men and women in North Dakota,
and the American Cancer Society estimates there
will be 380 new cases of colorectal cancer in ND
in 2019.

However, due to an increase in screening in
recent years, colorectal cancer incidence rates
have decreased overall.
